G. O. P. Nominee Says That 
He Would Stop the “Pork” 
Business and Cut Out the 
“Hot Air.” 


RIGHT WAY WITH MEXICO 
EXPLAINED BY CANDIDATE 


He Would Have Said to 
Huerta, “You Must Be 
Good,” and Said It in Such 
a Firm Way That Huerta 
Would Have Been Good. 


Chicago, August 8—Charles E. Hughes 


- tonight told an audience that crowded 


Chicago’s great Coliseum—the, hall 
where he was nominated for the presi- 
dency—what he would do if elected 
president of the United States. 

Mr. Hughes charged the present ad- 
ministration with waste, extravagance 
and vacillation. He declared that it 
had not Kept the country out of war, 
but that it had fought an ignominious 
war in Mexico and had withdrawn from 
that war ignominiously. He charged 
the administration with having brought 
the country much nearer to participa- 
tion in the European war than the 
country would have been had the ad- 
ministration “stood for American 
rights.” . 

Democrats and Tariff. 

He declared that it was no more pos- 
sible to expect tariff protection to 
American industries from a democratic 
congress than it would be to get “a re- 
vival sermon out of a disorderly house.” 

The nominee assailed the administra- | 
tion also for its-‘appoitntments to office, 
and declared that if elected he would 
appoint to Office only men who were 


“well qualified. 


Democratic expenditures for rivers 
and harbors were attacked. : 

“I propose that we shall stop this 
pork business,” he said. “I propose 
that we ehall have government in a 
business-like way... We won't have any 
more if I can stop if, of these ‘Kiss me 
and I'll kiss you’ appropriations in con- 
gress.” “Thé nominee said he stood for 
a “business-like, responsible budget,” 
based on’ facts. . 

“I do not want any 
he added. 

The democratic party, Mr. Hughes 
said, was approaching the idea of a 
protective tariff, “like a skittish horse 
to a brass band.” In 1912, he added, 
the democratic platform had said in ef- 
fect that a nrotective tariff was uncon- 
stitutional. : 

“They say in effect now that the Eu- 
ropean war has changed the constitu- 
tion of the United States,” he continued. 
“But do you think they are converted? 
Don’t you trust them a little minute 
with protecting American § industry. 
They haven't got it in their bones.” 

Correct Way With Mextieo. 

Mr. Hughes reiterated much of his 
Detroit speech regarding the adminis- 
tration’s Mexican policy. 

Now the correct way to handle the 
Mexican situation, he said, was this: 
“If the administration at fhe outset 
had said to Huerta, ‘We will recognize 
you if you can perform your interna- 
tional obligations, if you have got a 
real government that can discharge its 
duties—we won't recognize unless we 
are satisfied that you have. But there 
is one thing that you and every one 
else must understand, and that“is this, 
Amerig¢gan life. and property of Ameri- 
can citizens in Mexico, must be pro- 
tected, and we will see to it.’ 

“That was the straight and correct 
policy. That was the one thing that 
the administration ought to have done, 
and the one thing that it did not do. 

“When men who had been deserted 
by their government, when our war- 
ships left San Pedro and allowed Brit- 
ish and German warships to rescue our 
own people—think of it, when we had 
run away—when one of the cabinet 
officers was asked about it, what do 
you suppose he said? He replied: ‘You 
went down there to make money, didn't 
you”? > 

“The idea of any American, the rep- 
‘resentative of this government, daring 
to hold office in this country and be- 
ing traitorous to that primary duty of 
government: The protection of the 
lives of its citizens.”’ 

“It had no right,” he said, “to com- 
mit thig country to a course of conduct 
which ‘landed Mexico in anarchy, left 
our citizens a prey to the ravages of 
revolution and made our name a word 
of contempt in a sister republic.” 

“We have gone forward,” the nominee 
said, in speaki of the administra- 
tion’s Mexican policy, “with a determi- 
nation to be destructive, not construc- 
tive, to destroy all they had.” 


Wilson and European War. 


As to the administration’s foreign 
policy, Mr. Hughes said: 

“We have allowed our words to be 
eaten up by hesitation, by delay. We 
have somehow or other convinced the 
world that our talk is cheap. 

“I propose that we have a new birth 
of American purpose and courage. We 
have no occasion to fear war in the 
assertion of those rights, which all 
recognize and only respect us for main- 
tain ng. But if we are glib in speech, if 
we indicate that we are not ready to 
meet the full meg neg ne that our

fine day events occur which arouse an 
implacable resentment from one end of 
the country to the other. That is the 
danger of war. 

“This administration has come nearer 
to landing us in war by its weakness 
than it would ever have come had it

CHILD LABOR BILL 
PASSED BY. SENATE 


Fifty-Two Senators for the 
Measure and 12 Against. 
Both Georgia Senafors Op- 
posed the Measure. 


Washington, August 8.—The senate 
late today passed the bill to prevent 
interstate commerce in products of 
child labor by a vote of 52 to 12. The 
measure which already nad passed the 
house, was brought to a vote in the 
senate upon the insistence of President 
Won, after the democratic senate 
cautus once had decided to defer its 
consideration until next December. 

Senators who voted against the bill 
were: 
Fletcher, Florida; Overman and Sim- 
mons, North Carolina; Smith and Till- 
man, South Carolina; Smith and Hard- 
wick, Georgia; Williams, 
(democratis), and Oliver and Penrose, 
of Pennsylvania, republicans. 

Opposition to the measure had come 
chiefly from southern cotton mill own- 
ers, and the group of southern demo- 
crats who voted against it had fought 
it in caucus and mainra:ned their op- 
position during the senate debate on 
the ground that the regulation pro- 
posed is unconstitutional and would in- 
terfere with the rights of the states. _

Tillman Denounces Mill Owners. 
During the closing hours of debate 
oday Senator Tillman denounced south- 
ern cotton mill owners opposing the 
bill and said that while he believed it 
unconstitutional he was tempted to

the interests fighting it. He 
clared congress was too much influenc- 
ed by the attitude of labor interests. 

“IT have been shocked,’ said the South 
Carolina senator, “‘to see men in South 
Carolina—rich, intelligent, well edu- 
cated men—who are willing to swell 
their dividends at the expense of little 
children. The _ veil of sophistry in 
their letters could not hide their 
heartlessness. Their plea, stripped of 
verbiage, is ‘let the children toil that 
we may live in luxury,’ and yet we 
wonder at the spread of socialism and 
the increasing hostility of labor to- 
wards capixal.” 

Servility of present day vote seekers 
to ofganized labor, he added, present- 
ed as great a problem as did the at- 
titude of politicians twenty years ago 
to concentrated wealth. 

“The congress of the United. States 
trembles every timé the labor unions 
frown,'y he continued.

GAINS MADE

London, August 8.—The British push- 
ed forward their lines at places east of 
Tronese#vood on the Somme front last 
night, the war office announced today. 

The statement today follows: 

“The enemy after hig five fruitless 
attempts yesterday north and east of 
Pozieres, has not made any fresh infan- 
try attacks, but is maintaining a heavy 
artillery bombardment on this front 
and on other portions of the battle 
area, 

“Last night our troops pushed for- 
ward in places east of Trones wood and 
fighting on the outskirts of Guillemont, 
near the station, is proceeding. In the 
eastern portion of the Leipsic salient 
the enemy attempted a bomb attack on 
our lines, but was driven back without 
difficulty. 

“North of Roclinceurt two of our 
raiding parties successfully entered the 
os tage lines and blew up some dug- 
outs.

The official statement follows: 

“Intense artillery activity continues 
in the Lagarina valley. On the Asiago 
plateau a heavy enemy attack in the 
Montezebio area was repulsed. In the 
upper Cordevole valley the enemy, 
after intense bombardment, renewed 
his effort against our position on Monte 
Sief, but each time was repulsed with 
heavy loss. 

“On the lower 
Gorizia, hot fighting continues. Monte 
Zebotino and Monte San Michelo, 
strongholds of the enemy defense, are 
now completely in our possession. The 
therefore, in 
our hands. Our artillery shelling 
the town to drive out the enemy from 
among the houses. 

‘During the fighting on the 6th and 
7th we captured more than 8,000 prison- 
ers, imciuding more than 200 officers, 
twenty of whom were senior officers.

The, 
total number of prisoners taken in 
these battles from the ith and 6th of) 
August amounts to 166 officers and 
8.415 men. Four cannon, 19 machine 
guns, 11 trench mortars, a large num- 
ber of mine throwers and much other 
war material was captured. 

Treachery Is Charged. 

“On the line of the River Stokhod, 
in the region of the town of Stobychov, 
a party of Austrians left their defenses 
during the night and came forward 
with uplifted hands toward the posi- 
tion occupied by one of our regiments. 
The battalion command, Colonel] Stepa- 
nenko, as he approached the Austrians, 
was treacherously killed by them. Our 
riflemen killed the whole party of Aus- 
trians. 

“South of the Dniester our troops, 
taking the offensive on a front of about 
25 versts (153 miles) in the direction 
of Tyszienca, broke into the enemy's 
trenches and engaged the enemy dur- 
ing the pursuit. Owing to the irre- 
Ssistible onslaughts of our brave troops 
the enemy was driven back along the 
whole line, and we captured the town 
of Tlumach, including the region east 
of the liniester and a ridge o1 hel gnts. 

‘Southeast of the Kolomea-Stanisiau 
railway our attack was preceded by 
artillery fire and the discharge of 
chemical gas shells on the enemy's 
batteries. The enemy's artillery, owing 
to our gas, ceased firing and abandoned 
their arms. Our cavalry vursued the 
enemy, who fled in disorder. One of 
Our gallant divisions took 2,000 Ger- 
man prisoners during these engage- 
ments, and captured several heavy cal- 
per guns and many machine guns. 
Prisoners continue to arrive in large 
parties. Their total number is not yet 

nown. 

“In this way the gallant troops of 
General Letchitzky again attained an 
important success.” 

Big Territtery Occupied. 

The Russians in their advance 
against the <Austro-Germans in east 
Galicia have taken territory aggregat- 
ing nearly one hundred square miles, 
according to the Russian official com- 
munication issued tonight. In pursuit 
of the Teutons, the Russians have 
taken additional] villages in the Duies- 
ter region. 

Tonight's communication says: 

“The success achieved by our troops 
south of the Dniester continues to 
develop. Pursuing the enemy, our 
brave troops have fought their way 
into the sown of Nizniow, (about 15 
miles northwest of Stanislau), which 
Was captured as also were the vyil- 
lages of Bratychuyv, Palakhiche, Nod- 
worna, Charnolocze, Krivotula, Nove 
and the small town of Ottynia. 

“During the pursuit, parts of our 
troops are on left flank of the 
oceupied region, approaching the River 
Voronne, on which is situated the town 
of Tysmienitsa. 

“Previous to the retreat of the enemy 
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a number of explosions were heard at 
some points. It is probable tnat the 
enemy blew up bridges and stores. The 
number of prisoners and the quantity 
of a captured is not yet known.

RUSSIANS CUT 
RAILWAY LINE. 


Petrograd, August 8.—(Via London.) | 
General Letchitzky, who, a week ago, 
in spite of flooded rivers and heavy 
roads, began anew his hammering of 
the right flank of General Count von 
Bothmer’s army, and by a cavalry at- 
tack took Ezerzany, has scored a new 
victory by the capture of Tlumach, 10 
miles further to the northwest. There 
has been little news from that section, 
but it is apparent that General Letchit- 
zky has been foHowiug up his success 
along a front of 10 miles south of the 
Dniester in the face of German rein- 
forcements to stiffen Von Bothmers 
right wing. 

The taking of Tlumach cuts the rail- 
wa between Stanislau, Tysmienitsa 
and Bucgacz, which has been utilized. 
by the Austrians for supplying the 
southern end of Von Bothmers front, 
and gives the Russians another direct 
avenue of attack on Stanislau. 

The Austrians tried to offset the 
force of Letchitzky'’s assault by fierce 
counter attacks along the Koropice riv- 
er northward, but without avail. hey 
were repulsed with severe losses. At 
the same time a Russian offensive is 
being pushed against Von Bothmer's 
left flank, south of Bredy. A group 
of villages, centering about Zalocze, on 
the headwaters of the Sereth, have been 
captured, and each days devlopments 
show a further advance westward, the 
evident intention being to tap the rail- 
way between Tarnopol and Lemberg, 
which offers an easier line of advance,

RETREAT ADMITTED

LAID 10 HUGHES 


|Secretary Redfield Says the 


G. O. P. Candidate Is Not! 
Telling Truth About Ad- 
ministration Appointments 


Washington, August 8.—Statements 
made by Charles E. Hugiees, republican 
nominee for the presidency, in speeches 
at Detroit yesterday were characterized 
as “false as to facts and of misleading 
substance” in telegrams sent by admin- 
istration officials tonight after a long 
discussion of the subject by President 
Wilson and his cabinet at today’s meet- 
ing.

Secretary Redfield, in Binghamton,

Redfield’s absence, also telegraphed Mr. 
Hughes, giving a detailed:refutation of 
the charges. 

Appointment of Harris. 

Mr. Hughes cited the retirement of 
E. Dana Durand as director of the cen- 
Sus and the appointment of William 
J. Harris, of Georgia, in his place, and 
the replacement of O. H. Tittman as 
head of the coast and geodetic survey 
by Dr. E. Lester Jones. 

Mr. Redfield’s telegram to Secretary 
Tumulty follows:

Detailed Refutation of Charges. 

Mr. Sweet’s telegram to Mr. Hughes 
follows:

Two days after 
the incident Mrs. Wesley appeared hbe- 
fore Chief Mayo and Assistant Chief 
Jett, with Officer King also present, 
and made a further complaint.

HIPPERS DISCLISS 
RATE REVISION 


Atlanta Freight Bureau 
Holds Semi-Annual Meet- 
ing. and Plans Campaign 
for Aid in Rate Fight. 


The Atlanta Freight bureau met last 
night for the tsemi-annual session at 
a dinner in the chamber of commerce 
assembly hall. Tt was attended by 
members of the bureau and invited 
guests, the shippers of Atlanta, and 
the importance of the adjustment of 
the interstate and intrastate freight 
rates, not only to shippers, ‘but to the 
city of Atlanta and the state was em- 
phasized. 

The object of the organization is to 
secure reasonable freight rates, to pre- 
vent discrimination, to help. adjust 
claims against carriers and to classify 
goods with the general object of en- 
couraging and extending the trade of 
the city of Atlanta, but it is now pre- 
paring to combat the proposed revision 
of intrastate rates. 

Three Fights On. 

It is occupied with three fights, one 
to resist the advances in the rates al- 
lowed by .the interstate commission on 
January 1, 1916; one against the ad- 
vance of intrastate rates asked by the 
railroads of Georgia from the state

commission, and they will soon have | 
to deal with an expected rise in rates 
for traffic out to the 2,400 towns in the 
south eastern part of the state. . 
In 1905 the bureau secured a lowering 
in rates that were then higher than 
those in any other state and in January 
of this year the interstate commis- 
sion, at the request of the railroads, 
allowed an increase of 5 per cent in 
rates in the southeast, subject to com- 
plaint. The complaint will ‘be heard 
some time in October. “If the increase 
is allowed, the shippers will lose as 
many millions of dollars in the next 
ten years as they have gained since 
1900,” said C. H. Candler. : 
Claim Radical Increase Asked, 


“The increase which the railroads of 
the state are asking from the state 
commission,” said k. M. Hudson, “is 
the most radical increase ever asked 
of a commission in any state. It is not 
the 5 per cent increase which,the in- 
terstate commission allowed, ‘but did 
not approve of, but an increase of from 
5 to 230 per cent: The railroads are 
seeking to increase their revenue $3,000,- 
000 a year, which would pay their state 
taxes and leave $1,065,000 surplus.” 

Bolling H. Jones spoke as follows of 
the effect of the proposed adjustment 
on Atlanta: 

“Unless the manufacturer and the 
jobber are given a ftair deal on rates 
they can’t live, and this will mean re- 
moving industries from Atlanta, lower- 
ing the pay rolls and will then affect 
rents, real estate and the living of all 
citizens, even professional men. A rate 
set now will hold for twenty-five years, 
and if the rate is kept high some of 
us will have to move.”’ 

In carrying on the efforts the bu- 
reau is seeking the support of all the 
shippers, at least, in the city, and mem- 
bers of the bureau are planning to in- 
terview the firms not members to get 
them to help in obtaining the rates 
which the bureau desire.

It is true the house has passed a high- 
way commission bill, but a bill under which 
no less an authority than Director Logan 
Waller Page, of the good roads 
bureau. has already stated Georgia cannot 
hope to participate in the federal fund. In 
other words, with the house bill which has 
gone to the senate, Georgia has the equiva- 
lent of no bill at all. If she has anything, 
it is simply the groundwork for building, 
and only a week in which to complete the 
construction. 

It must be accepted that in view of fact 
that Georgia cannot hope to participate in 
the federal fund under the house Dill, the 
senate will enact a measure that stands for 
something and which will accomplish the 
result Georgia demands. 

Accrediting the senate with this purpose, 
it is high time it were about it. For, after 
the senate gets through with it, the differ- 
ences will probably go to conference, and 
there is still grave danger that in the ses- 
sion’s closing hours the measure will be 
lost in spite of the best efforts of its friends 
to save it. 

The legislature must take care that in 
the confusion of its closing hours it does 
not enact the wholly inadequate house bill 
or something just as weak and inefficient. 

If it doesn’t propose to meet the issue 
as it stands, it might as well drop the mat- 
ter altogether, accepting such public con- 
demnation of its failure as is sure to de- 
scend upon it.

THE NEILL BILL. 


The senate acted wisely in passing the 
Neill primary law bill, already passed by the 
house. The overwhelming vote of the sen- 
ate indicates the popular appeal of the 
measure and removes doubt of its enact- 
ment into law, for the governor, being a 
candidate for renomination under the terms 
provided by the measure, if a law, will not 
put himself in the attitude of disapproving 
it, especially as it has a following strong 
enough in both houses to override even ex- 
ecutive disapproval, which, however, in this 
instance, is not liable to occur.

THE SHERIFF AND THE LAW. 

Passage of the Persons bill holding 
county sheriffs to responsibility for the en- 
forcement of state laws, already enacted by 
the senate, is now up to the house of repre- 
sentatives with the approval of its general 
judiciary committee. 

The house owes the enactment of this 
measure to Georgia. No member of it can 
oppose this legislation without questioning 
the bravery of Georgia sheriffs and their 
purpose to obey the law when they go into 
No brave sheriff determined to carry 
out the law as he finds it can afford to offer 
opposition to it. 

The simple proposition contained in this 
measure is that, whenever for any reason 
any sheriff fails to execute the law as re- 
quired, he shall make a showing to the gov: 
ernor as to his failure. 

If that sheriff has done his duty he goes 
back to his office wearing a badge of honor 
in the governor’s order. If he has failed in 
his duty, if he has been guilty of malfeas. 
ance or misfeasance in office, then it is the 
governor’s duty to remove him and appoint 
a successor; while the accused sheriff has 
the right, under the bill as now drawn, to 
carry his case to the legislature for final 
adjudication. 

The bill can no longer be objected to 
upon the ground that it is a one-man propo- 
sition; there are 235 members of the legisla- 
ture who may have a say before any sheriff’s 
removal is complete, regardless of what may 
be his alleged offense. 

The bill as it passed the senate, provid- 
ing for right of appeal from the governor's 
decision to the supreme court of the state, 
was a better and a stronger bill than that 
which makes the general assembly the final 
arbiter. In other words, it looks as if the 
bill, as it now reads, were an attempt on 
the part of the legislature to assume judi- 
cial functions, which is a mistake. 

This is peculiarly a problem which 
should be left to the law, to the judiciary, 
rather than to politics; and the proposal to 
transfer the appeal to the legislative branch 
of the government opens up the way for 
political wire-pulling in cases which should 
be decided solely upon their legal merits. 

But. weakened as it is by this change in 
the process, the bill as approved bv the 
house judiciary committee is better than no 
measure at all. 

Certainly Georgia has the right to expect 
this much protection against the bad name 
which too much mob violence has already 
given her. 


COLLEGE FNDOWAMNENTS. 

Georgia's debt to education cannot be 
even partially paid by enactment of the bill 
to amend the constitution so as to permit 
the exemption of college and university en- 
dowments from taxation. 

But it would be a splendid beginning, a 
start of which the state might well be proud, 
in taking rank with the vast majority of 
states which have already paid this brief 
tribute and which have gone even further 
in this and other educational directions 
than Georgia has been asked to go. 

With the favorable action of the senate 


at its last session, the bill now comes be-. 


fore the house as a special order. There is 
no reason why it should demand even 
lengthy debate; it would be a worthy legis- 
lative act to pass it unanimously and send 
it on to the people of whose indorsing vote 
there can be no smallest question. 

There is no need in rehearsing here the 
many arguments which commend this bill 
to favorable legislative consideration. Suf- 
fice it to say that under the present law, 
which practically all of the states of the 
union excepting Georgia and one or two 
others have long since repealed, an unjust 
and unnecessary burden is put upon educa- 
tion in institutions which are rendering a 
distinctive public service, and which have 
neither asked nor sought state aid except 
relief from this millstone of taxation. 

The old argument—and a mighty poor 
one at that—that such an enactment would 
favor the negro college, has been knocked 
into a cocked hat. They have found the 
way around the law and placed their invest- 
ments in other states where taxation, no 
matter how heavy, worries them not. 

Georgia today occupies the attitude of 
refusing to permit her institutions for the 
education of the white boy and the white 
girl to make investments in their home 
state without paying a penalty for it. 

So, this appeal for the enactment of the 
pending bill is an appeal in behalf of the 
white boy and the white girl of Georgia; an 
appeal in behalf of the highest type of edu- 
cational institutions which have been set 
up for them, and which would show mani- 
festly increased efficiency were this burden 
removed. 

Georgia knows how it is with her own 
educational institutions; with those sup- 
ported directly from her own treasury. She 
knows what hardships they suffer through 
niggardly policy from which there seems to 
be no escape. She knows that with them 
every dollar counts. 

So it is with every public or semi-public 
institution of learning in the state. Exempt- 
ed from taxation of endowments, there 
would be that much more for efficient serv- 
ice; that much more encouragement to men 
of wealth to add to their endowment funds. 

The house should pass thig bill by over- 
whelming vote and clear from Georgia’s 
name the stigma of reactionary opposition

Factory at Le Creusot Started 
By Family Named Schneider

“Like the famous Krupp works of Ger- 
many, Le Creusot’s vast ordnance factories 
owe their origin to the organizing and in- 
ventive genius of one family—the Schneiders. 
At the outbreak of the war the Schneider 
iron works employed more than 156,000 work- 
men and their great shops, covering hundreds 
of acres of ground, were connected by a net- 
work of nearly 40 miles of railroad tracks. 
Since the war this plant has been enormously 
increased. 

“Le Creusot 
manufacturing 
fact that it is in 
richest coal and 
France. The coal 


owes its importance in the 
and foundry industry to the 
the center of one of the 
iron mining districts of 
beds of this region were 
discovered in the thirteenth century, ‘but it 
was not until 500 years later, in 1774, that 
the first jron works were established. 


Started by Schneiders Sixty Years Ago. 


Sixty years later the Schneiders, Adolphe 
and Eugene, established their first workshops 
here, and the little hamlet formerly known ag 
Charbonniere, began to grow. In 1841 it was 
a town of 4,000 people; just before the war 
there were 36,000 inhavitants, nearly half of 
whom were employed in the armor-plate fac- 
tories, the gun shops, the locomotive works, 
and the ordnance plants. It was one af the 
Schneiders, incidentally, who revolutionized 
warship armament in 1876. Up to that time 
the most progressive nations used wrought 
iron for protective armor on their ships. 
Schneider proved the superiority of steel in 
resisting the penetration power of projec- 
tiles. 

“T.e Creusot is admirably situated with re- 
spect to the French frontier, for, while it is 
not so far from the firing line as to occasion 
undue delay in transportation of munitions, it 
is sufficiently removed to be well beyond the 
danger zone. It is 135 miles, in an airline, 
southwest of Belfort, a fortress of the first 
class on the Alsace front, and its 175 miles 
south of Verdun. If an invading army should 


succeed in passing either of these bulwarks 


there would still be Dijon, with its eight de- 
tached forts, guarding the approach 50 miles 
to the northeast. Paris lies to the northwest, 
2936 miles distant by rail. 

“Supplementing its railway connections, 
Le Creusot enjoys the transportation facili- 
ties of the pee du Centre, five miles to the 
east. This waterway joins the Saone and the 
Loire. The former, rising to the north in the 
Faucilles mountains a few miles below Epi- 
nal, flows south and mingles its waters with 
the Rhone at Lyon. The Loire, the longest 
river in France, rises to the south and flows 
northwest into the Atlantic. 

Factory Famous in Three Wars. 


“This is not the first war in which the 
Schneider works of Le Creusot have played 
an important part in furnishing France with 
arms. During the conflict of the Crimea and 


the Franco-German war of 1870 the factories: 


produced enormous quantities of munitions. 

“While Le Creusot has practically no his- 
torical associations of its own, it is only a 
few miles southeast of Autun, the famous 
Augustodunum of the Romans, celebrated for 
its ancient schools. The 62 towers and most 
of the old walls have disappeared, and the 
town now occppies only about half the area 
of its most prosperous days. It was here that 
the Christian martyr, St. Symphorien, was 
put to death in 179. This, too, was the scene 
of St. Leger’s sacrifice, he who as the bishop 
of Autun led the nobles in revolt against the 
tyrant Ebroin, Frankish ‘mayor of the pal- 
ace. When the city was besieged in 678 and 
its fall was seen to be inevitable, Leger, then 
called Leodeger, surrendered himself to his 
implacable enemy in order that the wrath of 
the conquerer might be visited solely upon 
him rather than upon the whole community. 
Untouched by the valor of such a sacrifice, 
Ebroin ordered his followers to put out the 
bishop's: eyes, wun ct him to. prolonged tor- 
ture and finally behead him.”

SENATE PASSES NEILL MEASURE _ 
PROVIDING SECOND PRIMARY 
FOR TWO LEADING CANDIDATES _ 


The Neill primary election bill, which pro- 


poses to abolish log-rolling and vote-swap- 
ping in party convention by calling a second 
primary when no candidate has received a 
majority vote of the county unit votes, was 
yesterday passed by the senate, as amended, 
by a vote of 23 to 9. 

The most important amendment added to 
the bill was that offered by President Per- 
sons, which provides that when either of the 
candidates receiving the highest number of 
county unit votes shall have received a ma- 
jority of the popular vote in any one county, 
that no second primary shall be held in that 
country, but its votes shall go to the candi- 
date carrying it by a majority vote in the 
first election. 

As passed by the house, the bill carried 
an amendment providing that the polls in 
all districts should be open from 7 a. m. 
until 6 p. m., but this amendment was stricken 
by the senate upon the general judiciary’s 
recommendation. This means that the time 
the polls will be opened in the various dis- 
tricts will be regulated by the various ex- 
ecutive committees, as now. 


May Apply at Coming Election. 

Senator McLaughlin’s amendment, which 
made the Operations of the bill become ef- 
fective January 1, 1917, instead of immedi- 
ately upon its final passage, and would have 
exempted the present candidates in the 
gubernatorial race from its provisions, was 
defeated by a vote of 28 to 8. Should the 
senate amendments be concurred in by the 
house and the bill be signed by the governor, 
there will be no convention nomination in 
Georgia this year even should any of the 
condidates fail to receive a majority of the 
county unit votes. Any one candidate failing 
a majority, the two receiving the greatest 
number of county unit votes will have to 
run it off in a second primary in every coun- 
ty of the atate where neither one of them 
carried the county in the first election by a 
majority vote. 

An amendment offered by Senator Boykin 
providing that the expenses of the second 
election should be borne by the county treas- 
ury was withdrawn on the grounds that the 
author thought it might not be constitutional. 

The amendment of Senator Boykin allow- 
ing the soldiers in the mobilization camp at 
Macon to vote in the coming primary was 
defeated by a vote of 15 to 10. An amendment 
of Senator Stovall providing that if any part 
of the bill be declared unconstitutional! that it 
should all be unconstitutional was lost by 
a 27-to-6 vote. 

What the Bill Provides. 

The Neill bill applies to nominations by 

political parties in this state of candidates 


for United States senator, governor, state- 
house officers, justices of the supreme court 
and judges of the court of appeals, at primary 
elections, by the county unit system. 

In speaking for his amendment deferring 
the time for the bill to become effective until 
January 1, 1917, Senator McLaughlin said 
that some of the candidates in the present 
gubernatorial race might not be in the field 
now if they had known that this bill would 
be in effect when the nomination is made. 

Take Steam Out of Steam Roller. 


Senator Mangham then questioned him if 
he did not think if it was a good bill that it 
should go into effect immediately. “Do you 
really think it is a good bill?” interposed 
Senator Adams, who spoke against the 
measure, 

“I decline to answer that question now,” 
replied Senator McLaughlin. 

“Don’t you think it will take the steam 
Out of the steam roller if it is passed?’ 
asked Senator McCrory. 

“Yes, sir, it might do that. It might even 
do away with the steam roller altogether.” 

When asked if he knew of any of the 
present candidates who were opposed to the 
bill, Senator Boykin said that he did not, but 
if there was one who came out against it 
that he would then and there write his de- 
feat, “and you and I know it,” he added. 

Senator Burnside strongly opposed the bill 
on the grounds that the legislature had no 
authority to regulate party machinery. Sen- 
tor Stovall also opposed the bill, while Sen- 
ators McCrory and D. C. Pickett spoke for it.

ASA G. CANDLER WRITES CARD 
TO VOTERS ANSWERING THE RUMORS 
CIRCULATED DURING HIS ABSENCE 


Asa G. Candler, candidate for mayor, has 
written a card to the voters of Atlanta in 
which he answers certain rumors that have 
been circulated during his absence concern- 
ing his candidacy. Mr. Candler is with Mrs. 
Candler at Mount Clemens, Mich., the famous 
sanitarium for treatment of rheumatism, 
where he is spending several days for Mrs. 


Candler’s health. 

Mr. Candler makes himself very clear on 
several important questions. He states that 
he believes the verdict of the voters at the 
polls during the recent recall election should 
be respected, and that it is his opinion the 
result of that election should forever Settle 
the question of recalling city officials in- 
volved in that election. 

Mr. Candler’s Statement. 

Following is the statement 
Candler: 

“To the People of Atlanta: 
from the city, information has been 
me that false and misleading rumors 
being circulated with reference to my can- 
didacy for mayor, and 1 am taking this oc- 
casion to make a statement to the people 
of Atlanta. 

‘I thought I had made it, clear 
interview of some day ago, before 
Atlanta, that, in my opinion, the recall 
election forever settied the question of re- 
calling the officials involved in that elec- 
tion. I believe the verdict of the people at 
the polls should be respected, and this issue 
having been submitted to them, I consider it 
settled. ; 

“T regret that an effort is being made to 
array some of those who were opposed to the 
recall against me in this election. I wish 
to state that among my strongest supporters 
are a large number of the most prominent 
anti-recallers, and these men were largely 
instrumental in getting me into this race. 
These men stand for the good of Atlanta, and 
believe that my election would work for 
harmony and the upbuilding of Atlanta. 

“Tl stand, more than for anything else, for 
harmony and the upbuilding of our city. 

“It has been rumored, I am told, that I 
am so narrow as to want to further close up 
the town. This is not true. In my opinion, 
Atlanta today is one of the most moral and 
upright cities in the country. I realize that 
in a city the size of Atlanta people must be 
tolerant and have respect for the views of 
others, and nothing in my whole career has 
ever given any indication that I stand for 
anything else. Particularly do I understand 
the viewpoint of the laboring man. For more 
than twenty years I have labored incessantly

as one of the proprietors of a little drug 
store. I know what labor. and hard labor, 
means, and the viewpoint that goes with it. 

“It has been charged that:‘I am in favor 
of cutting down the number of firemen, po- 
licemen and other city employees, or reducing 
their pay. This is wholly false. I believe 
these departments of Atlanta should be made 
thoroughly efficient and should be well paid, 
and my effort would be toward increasing 
rather than diminishing their efficiency. I 
appeared before a council committee and ad- 
vocated an increase of fifty men on the police 
force. Council did add twenty-five men. [I 
still adhere to those views. 

“I stand not only for increased efficiency 
in the police and fire departments, but also 
in the sanitary department, the health and 
water departments, and every other depart- 
ment of the city. It is increased efficiency, 
and the imperative need thereof, which is the 
basis of the call made upon me to stand for 
the mayoralty of our city. 

“It is also charged, so I am informed, 

the building of the Candler ware- 
house I employed an out-of-town contractor, 
and paid the workmen only $1 to $1.50 a 
day. This is not onty basely false, but ridicu- 
lous. 

“Mr. Arthur Tufts, the contractor who 
erected the warehouse, was born tm Edge- 
wood, now a part of Atlanta, and I feel proud 
of the fact that an Atlanta boy has become 
so prominent in his profession. Mr. Tufts’ 
pay rolls will show that the workmen were 
paid from $3 up as high as $7 a day, and that 
the total amount paid for labor alone in the 
erection of that warehouse was over $359,000. 

“This work was begun at a time when car- 
penters, brick masons and other mechanics in 
Atlanta had been for months out of work, 
and were in such straitened circumstances 
that thev were actually calling on the city 
warden for provisions with which to feed 
their families, and at a time when the city 
council had been called upon to make a spe- 
cial appropriation for digging a sewer ditch 
upon which not only carpenters, masons and 
other high-priced laborers, but bookkeepers 
and office men, were working at $1.25 to 
$1.50 per day. 

“It has been further charged that during 
the building of the Candler warehouse a com- 
mittee of laboring men called on me to urge 
me to raise the wages of the workmen. This 
is utterly false, and I solemnly declare that 
no such committee has ever called on m@ as 
the wages we were paying were fair and 
reasonable wages, and there was no occasion 
for such committee. 

“If paying these laboring men fair wages, 
and if doing this work is a crime, then I am 
guilty of it, and my opponents can make the 
most of it.

Schools and colleges are maintained in 


only two ways. One way is by public taxa- 
tion, and the other by private subscriptions, 
Schools and colleges are absvlutely necessary 
in every state, and if they are not provided 
for in one way they will be in the other. 
That is, if proper colleges are not providea 
for and maintained by private subscriptions, 
including endowments, then they must be 
through taxation by the state, county or city. 
In other words, the people demand and will 
have fit colleges, and the more of them that 
are provided for by endowments the lighter 
will be the burden to the taxpayers. 

The above proposition, as strange as it 
seems, is perfectly sensible, and if the Geor- 
gia legislature will carry out the slogan it 
seems to be harping on, that is saving the 
people taxes, there is nothing for it to do 
but to pass the constitutional amendment 
that will relieve college endowments of tax- 
ation and thereby encourage the giving of 
private funds to these institutions that must 
be kept up, if not by private funds, then by 
public taxation.

LIQUOR FEE BILL 


~ PASSED IN HOUSE 


Vote on Semi-Monthly Pay 
Bill Will Be Taken in the 
House This Morning—The 
Speaker Scores Members 
for Disorder-—Atkinson 
County Favored. 


When the house shall convene this 
morning it will be plunged immediate- 
ly into “unfinished business’ in the 
form of a vote upon the bill of An- 
drews, of Fulton, providing for*semi- 
monthly paydays in all industrial and 
labor-employing establishments of 
Georgia. It was thoroughly debated 
yesterday during the forenoon session, 
it was only just 
reached at adjournment time. 

The afternoon session was consumed 
mainly with debate and vote upon the 
bill of Harris, of Washington, provid- 
ing for the collection of fees by ordi- 
naries for the recording of liquor ship- 
ments received by consignees. The bill 
Was passed by a vote of 111 to 27. 

Disorder on Floor. 

Disorder, manifesting itself on the 
floor almost from the first fall of the 
epeaker’s gavel in the morning, in- 
creased as the day wore on, and threw 
Speaker Burwell into a righteous bel- 
ligerent mood. This mood the presid- 
ing officer expressed on several occa- 
sions during the day, and in no uncer- 
tain tones during the afternoon session 
he threatened to invoke henceforth the 
rule compelling the attendance of mem- 
bers and their good behavior in the 
house vpon pain of arrest. 

Immediately after the afternoon roll 
call, which showed a _ bare majority 
present, Rich, of Miller, moved to ad- 
JOurn because of the light attendance. 

His motion was lost, but it was fol- 
lowed by the speaker’s saying: 

“There is absolutely sound logic 
in every word the gentleman 
from Miller has uttered. Ten or 
fifteen votes with such an attendance 
as is here now ‘will kill any bill you 
may vote upon. The chair sha!l insist 
henceforth that rule 135 (relating to 
compelling attendance) shall be in- 
voked.” 

At another stage 
proceedings, after an aye 
vote had been followed by members 
Btraggiing into the hall with requests 
to be recorded as voting, Speaker Bur- 
well took occasion to severely criticise 
the practice of “mémbers’ insisting” in 
remaining out in the lobbies’ then 
straggling into the hall and consuming 
the time of the house in explaining 
how they wish to vote. 

Under the Harris bill, briefiy stated, 
it shall be the duty of each <ounty or- 
dinary when he shall record the receipt 
of a liquor shipment, to collect from 
the consignee a fee of ten cents for 
each separate package, three cents of 
which he shall pay to the express com- 
pany’s agent through whose hands the 
shipment was delivered. The first $600 
of the amount accruing from the other 
seven-cents-per-packKage, he shall re- 
tain; and of ali amounts above that, 
he shall retain ten per cent, 90 per cent 
going to the state treasury. 

Debate on Bill. 


Speaking for the bill or amendments 
to it were its author, Wohlwender of 
Muscogee, who spoke for an amend- 
ment introduced by himself placing the 
fee of $5 instead of 10 cents; Fullbright 
of Burke, who offered and advocated an 
amendment to prevent any of the rev- 
enues derived through the provision of 
the bill from reaching the state, and 
Hopkins of Thomas, who advocated 
Fullbright’s amendment. 

Atkinson, of Fulton, and Knight, of 
Berrien, fought the bill in its entirety, 
as did various members under the 
three-minute privilege when the aye 
and nay vote was being taken upon 
Wohlwender’s amendment. 

Atkinson argued against the measure, 
both from the standpoint of consist- 
ency, in the state’s enacting a law 
against the liquor traffic, then an- 
other one by which the state will profit 
out of that which it says is bad, and 
from the standpoint of the lawyer. 
He doubts both the justice of the law, 
and whether it will stand the test of 
the courts.

When the semi-monthly payday bill

SENATE WILL AMEND | 


HOUSE HIGHWAY BILL 


Bill Comes Up Latter Part of 
Week—Is Sure of Many 
Amendments. 


The state highway bill, which passed 
the house and was read the second time 
in the senate on Avgust 3, is now 
eighth on the senate calendar and 
should be reached either Thursday or 
Friday. The bill has been reported 
favorably by the public roads commit- 
tee of the senate just as passed by 
the house with the exception that the 
state geologist and the professors of 
engineering of the Georgia Tech and 
of the University of Georgia are added 
to the commission, which is composed 
of the prison commission by the house 
bill. 

According to advice received from 
Washington by members of the house 
this bill does not provide adequate ma- 
chinery for Georgia to receive its share 
of the federal appropriation to be spent 
on roads. Undoubtedly an effort will 
be made by the senate to so strengthen 
the bill as to make Georgia eligible 
for its share of this appropriation. 


Amendments Likely. 


Many of the senators are of the opin- 
ion that a commission of six men is 
too large and-in line with amendments 
offered in the committee it is expected 
that an attempt will be made to lessen 
the number of commissioners. An 
amendment offered in the committee, 
which was not adopted, will be urged 
in the senate. This amendment makes 
the personnel of the board the chair- 
man of the prison commission, the 
state geologist and the two professors 
of engineering at the state institu- 
tions. 

Senator Stovall has an amendment 
which regulates the distribution of the 
road money to the counties of the 
state in the same way that the gov- 
ernment distributed the federal ap- 
propriation to the stages. This amend- 
ment would distribuye tne g00d roads 
money one-third, acgording to the pop- 
ulation of the counties, one-third ac- 
cording to the rural mileage, and one- 
a" according to the size of the coun- 
ties.

Despite a l-cent reduction announced 
Tuesday in the price of gasoline by 
local branhes of the leading refining 
companies, Atlanta motorists are still 
being held up by the gasoline people, if 
comparative figures from other south- 
ern cities mean anything. 

Inquiries sent out Tuesday to several 
cities in the south established the fact 
that in many of these cities gasoline 
is selling from 3 to 5 cents cheaper 
than in Atlanta. Up to Tuesday, when 
the reduction was announced, the price 
was even more in favor of other cities. 

May Adjust Prices Seon. 

Local officials of the refining com- 
panies state that Atlanta prices may be 
adjusted within the next few days. This 
will result in a great saving for local 
automobile owners, as a tremendous 
amount of gasoline is sold here every 
week. 

That the price igs set by the whole- 
saler and not the retailer is the state- 
ment of a prominent local gasoline 
man. “The retailer actually made more 
out of gas than he does today at almost 
twice the price,’ he said. ‘“‘We are as 
hard hit as the automobile owner.” 

A glance at the table of figures that 
lead this story reveals the fact that 
Atlanta motorists are being forced to 
pay from 3 to 5 cents more per gallon 
for gasoline than automobile owners 
of other cities. Chattanooga, Tenn., 
heads the list with a price of z0 cents. 
Savannah motorists are paying 23 cents 
tor their gas, two cents less than At- 
lanta car owners.

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USURY EASY UNDER 
PROPOSED NEW LAW 


Bill Now Pending Would 


Not Protect Borrowers, 
But Would Take Away 
Protection They Now En- 
joy, Declare Opponents. 


Should the bill reported favorably by 
the general judiciary committee of the 
senate yesterday afternoon, and which 
has already been passed iby the house 
be enacted into law, usury in the state 
of Georgia will flourish, declare opr 
ponents of the bill, and that those whc 
have deceived themgelves into believ- 
ing that they were fighting usury in 
voting for the bill, will find that they 
have voted for a bill which ‘will en- 


courage it. 

As the bill was reported by the com- 
mittee the only penalty for the usu- 
rious lending of money is the 1os8 of 
the interest. Section 3442 of the code of 


Georgia, which has been the law 0! 
Jeorgia ever since the adoption of the 
code in 1861 is repealed by the Dill. 
This section, which was section 2024 of 
the code of 1861, voids all titles hel¢ 
under a contract infected with usury. 
Inder the bill as reported by the gen- 
eral judiciary committee this protection 
to the small borrower is absolutely 
taken away from him and his only re- 
eort is to undertake an expensive le- 
gal suit to get back his interest. 

Under the operations of the bill the 
money “sharks” of the state can lend 
their money without fear of any loss 
but that of the interest and with but 
little fear of this so long as the bor- 
rowers cannot enter into an expensive 
lawsuit for the recovery of interes! 
alone. 

As pointed out in the letter of ex- 
Congressman William H. Fleming, 0% 
Augusta, to The Constitution the pen- 
alty for usury is lessened and the so- 
called anti-usury law will place the 
money borrowers in a worse position 
than if no law at all was passed. 

“Many a loan has been made at 
per cent instead of 10 or 15 per cent 
because the lender was afraid to run 
the risk of losin@’ his security," writes 
Mr. Fleming. ‘“‘With this protection 
taken away the borrower will find him- 
self practically at the mercy of th 
lender, and as the consequences to the 
lender of charging 15 per cent are nc 
worse than charging 8% per cent the 
borrower may expect to pay whatevel 
the traffic will bear. The bill as passed 
lessens instead of imcreases the penalty 
of usury, as its original author must 
have intended.”

All Important Crops Will 
Show Decreased Yields. 


Washington, August 8.—Falling off in 
crop prospects, amounting to many mil- 
lions of dollars of loss to farmers of 
the country, were indicated today in 
the department of agriculture’s August 
report, which forecast declines in in- 
dicated produc@ion in almost every im- 
portant crop from the forecasts re- 
ported in July. 

Wheat showed a loss of 105,000,000 
bushels; corn 89,000,000 bushels, oats 
43,000,000 bushels; barley 11,000,000 
bushels, and there decreases in rye, 
white and sweet potatoes, flax, apples 
and peaches. A heavy reduction of the 
indicated production of cotton pre- 
viously had been reported. - 

Corn, the nation’s greatest crop, ts 
in a serious condition from drouth, and 
if rain does not come soon the yield 
will be smaller than the forecast an- 
nounced today, which was 2,777,000,- 
000 bushels. 

More definite information regarding 
the size of the country’s important 
farm crops was given today by the de- 
partment of agriculture in its month- 
ly crop report when forecasts of pro- 
duction as based on conditions ex- 
isting August 1 were given. The corn 
crop, which may equal last years 
record-breaking crop when more than 


three billion bushels were grown for 
the first time in history, was making 
satisfactory growth with favorable 
warm weather, but in some _ sections 
was suffering for rain at the most 
critical period of the growing season. 
Winter wheat harvesting had prog- 
ressed favorably as far north as South 
Dakota, lower Michigan and New York, 
and had been finished in southern Iowa, 
central Lllinois, northern Indiana, 
Ohio, and southern Pennsylvania, while 
harvesting had begun in Washington,

IN MIXED TRENDS 


Lessened Hog Squealing 
Boosts Provisions--Federal 
Estimates Have Varying 
Effect on Grain List.

Chicago, August. 8.—Although the 
government crop report turned out to 
be more bullish as to wheat than even 
the radicals had expected, bearish mis- 
givings concerning what would be 
shown ruled the market most of the 
time today, and were only overcome 
late in the session by word of liberal 
European purchasing and‘ by advices 
that black rust danger in Canada was 
becoming worse. The market closed 
firm \% to %c net higher, with Septem- 
ber $1.33% and December $1.37. In 
corn the outcome ranged from \%c de- 
cline to %*@%ec advance, oats finished 
% to %@%*c down, and provisions up 
5e to 37 cc. 

As the government crop report is 
based on conditions no later for the 
most part than July 28, and as much 
of the damage to spring wheat had not 
developed until after that date, the 
trade, as a rute, was disposed at first 
today tc be extremely cautious about 
accepting estimates that the total yield 
to be predicted by Washington would 
be as low as 675,000,000 bushels. Fey, 
if any, traderg were prepared for the 
total announced after the close, 21,000,- 
000 bushels still less in quantity. The 
fact that Liverpool quotations were 
lower and that cable advices said buy- 
ers seemed to be holding off until after 
the issuance of the Washington report 
was a further discouragement to the 
bulls. Later, however, it began to ap- 
pear that Europeans were buying on 
a big scale, especially at Winnipeg. 

Total purchases of wheat by Europe 
teday, as finally given out, aggregate 
2,000,000 bushels, mostly Manitobas. Be- 
sides, dispatches from a leading expert 
said that more than 50 per cent of the 
crop In Saskatchewan was likely to be 
badly injured by black rust. Winnipeg 
Authorities said Manitoba was vielding 
only 8 to 10 bushels an acre where cut- 
ting was going on, and that many 
flelds would not be cut at all. 

In corn as in wheat, the gwesses went 
wrong regarding the government re- 
port. Rains gave the bears an addi- 
tional advantage, which, however. was 
partly offset by the effect of the late 
strength of wheat. 

The Washington figures as to oats 
proved to be less bullish than expected. 
The market was depressed by hedging 
sales. j 

Provisions agcended owing to higher 
quotations on hogs. lard was under 
much selling pressure for a while, but 
later showed evidence of good demand.

New York, August $.—<Still higher 
prices were reached in the cotton mar- 
ket today with May contracts sell- 
ing at the 15-cent level, while Decem- 
ber advanced from 14.30 to 14.67, clos- 
ing at 14.58.

for the day. 

The market showed quite a reaction- 
ary tendency during the early trad- 
ing. Liverpool barely met yesterdays 
local advance, while the crop news 
seemed to be more conflicting, and 
after opening steady at an advance of 
1 point to a decline of 7 points prices 
sold about 10 to 138 points net lower 
during the middle of the morning. The 
big advance ot yesterday afternoon had 
evidently attracted a good deal of real- 
izing, while the diminishing activity 
abroad and rather more favorable Tex- 
as crop advices after the rains of over 
Sunday, seemed to encourage some local 


pressure. 

Offerings were readily taken on the 
decline to 14.09 for October and 14.39 
for January, with trade interests 
among the buyers, and a renewal oft 
bull support evidently found the mar- 
ket in a strengthened technical posi- 
tion. Covering by early sellers and 
a broadening ouiside demand _ sent 
prices up very sharply, with October 
selling at 14.48 and January 14.77 dur- 
ing the early afternoon, or about 37 to 
38" points above the low level of the 
morning. Offerings increased on the 
advance of some 22 to 28 points from 
last night's closing figures on the gen- 
eral list, however, and - last prices 
showed reactions of 10 or 12 points. 

Detailed weather reports showed no 
precipitation in Oklahoma, and con- 
tinued high temperatures, but private 
advices reaching here during the aft- 
ernoon indicated that there had been 
showers at several points there this 
morning.

New Orleans Hises. 

New Orleans, August 8.—Pressure to 
duy was again put on the cotton mar- 
ket today and prices rose in a spec- 
tacular manner to the nighest levels 
in recent years, practically 1l5-cent cot- 
ton being on the boards when the May 
option touched 14.98. The heaviest 
trading of the session came in the 
early afternoon, following a prediction 
from a prominent bull trader that the 
market was on its way to 20 cents a 
pound and to even higher leveis should 
the entente allies achieve further suc- 
cesses.

In the week ending 
February 17, it sold at 13.70, or 180 points 
decline. It is undisputable that the crop in 
the eastern belt has suffered severely, but 
it is an overlooked fact that the acreage is 
nearly 4,000,000 bales larger than last year, 
and that the western belt thus far has a 
g00d prospect.
